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CROP CONDITIONS 
TEN DAYS AHEAD 
OF LAST YEAR 
—o— 

ALBERTA---General crop conditions 
in province v And about 
ten days ahead of last year. All whea: 
sown and most of it up and looking 
well. Seeding of other grains pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily, and about fifty- 
five percent. to seventy percent has 
been wccomplished, Heavy winds did 
slight damage in few sections, Put 
there will be no further injury from 
this cause. Due to rainfall during 
week, and fact that grain is now abdve 
ground in most*parts, While there is 
‘considerable stubble in crop through- 
out province this acreage in general 
will show big decrease from last year. 
Much more care than “usual has been 
taken in working the land agd in‘ 
seeding operations, Provincial Dept. 
of Agriculttre estimates a ten per 
cent, increase in acreage under wheat, 
! and about the same percentage 1in- 
crease under coarse grains. Grasghop- 
pers have appeared in Carbon and ad- 
joining districts, and poison bait is 
Being used, Cutworms have appeared 
in two or three parts, but have not 
done any appreciable damage. One or 
two districts in territory from Leth- 
bridge to Medicine Hat could stand 
more moisture, but generally situa- 
tion in thig respect is satisfactory. 

ED. & B.C. Railway—Conditions 
generally are good and easily two 
weeks earlier than usual. Wheat 
seedi:.g finished, and in some districts | 
grain up three to four inches. Oats 
and barley nearly all in, Growing 
conditions have been exceptionally 
fuvorable, ahd farmers optimistic con- 
cerning prospects. In the Grande 
Prairie country wire worms are in ev- 
idence and are causing a certain 
amount of uneasiness, Grasshoppers 
have shown up in the Peace River and 
Grande, Prairie districts, and are be- 
ing combatted with poison bait.

the Province is $79,463,833.5% Divid- 
(ing this by our estimated population 
of 630,060 we arrive at a per capita 
debt on every person, young and old, 
in the Province of $126.14, 

This is a somewhat alarming amount, 
considering that in 1905 the Province 
commenced with a clean sheet, but 


after all the Province is in some res- 
pects like an individual. Almost ev 
ery business man has a certain amount 
lor capital indebtedness, but so long 
us these are balanced by assets of 


greater value. there js nothing to 


worry about. In fact, in our boom 

days in Alberta the more money we 

were able to borrow the better off we 
- 


considered ourselves, 


In 1905 the frst Alberta Govern-' 


ment ele@ted started out with the al- 
truistic intention of paying its way as 
it went along, and not borrowing. 

In 1909 $2,200,000 was borrowed jo1 
the first units of the Alberta telephdiie 
system. No further capital borrowing 


took place till 1912, but from then on- 
wards the debt increased yearly, the 
increase being as tolloww:

It will be noted that there are two 


high peaks in this expenditure, one in 


1913 and one in 1921, though 1921 ever- | 


tops all previous and future years by 
a very large margin. 
The Credit Side 

On the credit side we have public 
buildings, sites, and roads, the tele- 
phone system, the railways, advances 
on seed grain, drainage and irrigation 
schemes, the University, tax arrears, 
and various other assets of more or 
less value. But our greatest asset is 
the natural resources of the Province, 
for which last year we received a sub- 
sidy from the Dominion Government 
of $2,271,015.44. Ona 5 per cent. basis, 
this would give a capital value to the 
resources of over $79,000,000. But we 
believe, without distinction of party, 
that the resources are worth more 
than this, and Alberta is pressing for 
a return of its resources, and contin- 
uation of the subsidy for three years 
in lieu of these already alienated.

The University total is merely the 
transfer of an indirect liability into a 
direct liability for the purpose of get- 
ting the benefit of a lower interest 
rate, 

The increase in capitalization in 1925 
$2,551,880.80 is the smallest since 
1918. It consists of expenses for pub- 
lic works, principally new roads, ad- 
vances to the railways, accounting tor 
one and a quarter million, and refund- 
ing of part of the University loan. 


Losses to be Faced 

Our railroad misadventure was dealt 
with in a previous article, 

Very large losses have been sustain- 
ed during the last ten years by 
drought conditions in sections of the 
Province, settlers being unable to re- 
pay the cost of seed grain advanced, 
while telephone extensions made in 
these districts are a deadweight on 
the system. Over $6,000,000 guaran- 
teed and advanced. by the Province 
for the construction of irrigation 
works is not returning interest charg- 
es, : 

We have to take our losses for the 
present on these and other items, and 
to hope that they wili ultimately be- 
come interest-earning assets. 


Current Expenditures Down 

In 1921 income totalled $8,486,946.25, 
and expenditure $10,605,155.91, leaving 
a deficit of $2,118,209.66. In 1925 in- 
come totalled $11,531,025.99, and ex- 
penditure $11,343,006.45, there being a 
consequent surplus of $188,019.54. The 
income increase of over three million 
shows the healthy position of the 
Province, The expenditure of $737,851 
shows that ordinary current expendi- 
tures of the Province have decreased 
in the five year period, interest 
charges on the debt of the Province 
totalling about a million more in 
1925 than in 1921, owing to the in- 
crease in debt. 


Should We Stop Capital Expenditure? 

For the current year the estimated 
capital expenditure is in the neighbor. 
hood of $3,000,000. .A telephone line to 
Peace River is contemplated, which 
with other telephone construction en- 
tails capital expenditure of $750,000. 
$1,500,000 will be spent on main high- 
ways, $500,000 on bridges, and another 
half million on market roads, etc. 
Bond interest, charges ,and construc- 
lion on existing railways entails a fur- 
ther $2,000,000, while the Lethbridge 
Northern Irrigation scheme necessi- 
tates an expenditure of $750,000 dur- 
ing the present year, 

These amounts toial much more 
thon $3,000,000, but are offset by cap- 
ital revenue, bringing the net increase 
to that figure, 

So long as we have railways and 
irrigation schemes we must spend 
money on upkeep and development, 
and the increasing traffic on our high- 
; ways demands better roads. All the 
isums voted for the items named were 
passed unanimously, and if the re- 
quests made by Opposition members 
in the last session had been acceded to, 
the increase in public debt would have 
equalled the $16,000,000 increase in 
1921 the last year of Liberal adminis- 
tration. 

Figures make dry reading, and the 
foregoing is but a sketchy outline of 
Alberta’s present position as regards 
capital expenditure, The various fig- 
ures are taken from the 1925 Public 
| Accounts and from the 1926 Estimates, 
as presented to the Alberta Assembly 
last session,
